Indicted in Bank Failure: 

Yesterday, after Federal author- 
ities at Springfield, Ill., had 
learned that Roberts was under 
arrest in St. Louis, they angounced 
that he had been indicted in 
Springfield in connection with the 
Jerseyville bank failure. One trué 
bill charges him with embezzle- 
ment, jointly with Heller, of the 
bank’s assets; The other charges 
that he aided and abetted Heller 
in the’ aeceptance of gratuities for 
performance of his duties as offi- 
cer of a national bank, a vidlation 
of the Federal banking laws. 

There was ruin for the gray- 
haired Heller in that day when 
first. Roberts’ imposing automobile 
bowled through the fallen leaves 
on the main street of Jerseyville 
and stopped in ftont of the bank. 
True it was that in a careful Way 
Heller had been stealing from the 
bank for.10 years. 

Nevertheless it was his dealings 
with Roberts, his huge losses 
operations that appeared likely 
bring him a profit, that finally 
brought him to the end of the rope, 
that bared his peculations to the 
Federal examiners and sent him to 
his home to end his life. 

Unsecured Notes in Bank. 

So much has been determined by 
William R.° Dellert of Springfield,

terday that Roberts had had an 
average of $50,000 in unsecured 
notes in the bank for the last five 
years. Before the ‘end came Heller 
was inextricably involved, so much 
so that yesterday Dellert filed a 
Claim for $283,707 against his 
estate, alleging that that amount 
represented his obligations to the 
bank. The Heller estate, as was 
expected, is not large. 

Meanwhile, claims against the 
defunct bank, including those’ of

Aboard the Macom, Cosgrave 
was led along ¢he path followed 
by a host of other celebrities and 
into the cabin of the vessel whe.e 
two-score interviewers awaited 
him.

WASHINGTON, Jan. 20. — 
George B. Cortelyou, former Sec- 
retary of the Treasury and chair- 
man of the joint committee of the 
National Utilities Associations, the 


power lobby opposing the Walsh 
resolution for a general investi- 
gation of the electric and utility 
combines, today proved himself a 
wily witness before the Senate In- 
terstate Commerce Commission. 

Like former Senator Irvine L. 
Lenroot, chief counsel for the com- 
bines, Cortelyou declared the joint 
committee was not opposed to an 
investigation by proper authorities 
of specific charges. Under direct 
examination by Senator Walsh 
(Dem.) of Montana, author of the 
resolution, and members of the 
committee, Cortelyou evaded all 
questions as to the limits the utility 
industry would put on the inquiry 
and whether the Senate had a right 
to investigate at all. Cortelyou 
was Secretary of the Treasury un- 
der Taft and now is president of 
the Consolidated Gas Co. of New 
York. 

Cortelyou interpreted the Walsh 
resolution as‘giving a special com- 
mittee of the Senate appointed by 
the Vice President power to in- 
quire into all phases of the utility 
industry—particularly into the 
financial side—regardless of the 
present State supervision. He de- 
clated the resolution would enable 
the special committee to investigate 
the holdings of banks, insurance 
companies, churches, schools and 
individuals, in fact, every person 
and organization holding public 
utility securities. Such an investi- 
gation Cortelyou contended would 
in reality be a general overhaul- 
ing of the industry. 

Walsh Explatns Purposes. 


Walsh interrupted the witness to 
point out that there was no in- 
tention on hi® part to inquire into 
the holdings except in a general 
way and that he as author of the 
resolution had not expected to in- 
vestigate the churches, schools 
and banks. 

“Any committee appointed by 
the Vice President would never 
make such an inquiry,” he said. 

“Do you consider that any Fed- 
eral agency could investigate the 
utility industry?” Senator Dill 
(Dem.) of Washington asked.

Roberts has told inspectors he 
had dealings with two local broker- 
age houses.

WASHINGTON, Jan. 20.—Dis- 
approval of the Mississippi River 
Commission’s policy of “levees 
only” to control the river’s over- 
flow was voiced today before the 
House Flood Control Committee by 
Edward Flad of St. Louis, a civilian 
member of the commission. 

He said he had presented this 
view to the commission before last 
spring’s flood. He said the levees 
had been built ‘to their maximum 
height and that spillways would 
have been more effective in check- 
ing the flood, Under questioning 
by Chairman Reid, he added that 
he felt the Bonnet Carre spillway 
above New’ Orleans would be .a 
great factor in the protection of 
that city. 

Flood problems of the upper 
Mississippi Vailey were described 
to the committee yesterday by Illi- 
nois and Wisconsin spokesmen who 
contended that the Chicago diver- 
sion canal contributed to the over- 
flows. 

“The Chicago diversion not only 
is a menace to navigation ~ but 


creates a serious flood hazard," said 


Herman L. Ekern, former Attor- 
ney General of Wisconsin. 

Chairman Reid (Rep.) of Illi- 
nois replied that diversion was 
irrelevant to the flood problem. 

Ekern said that the Chicago 
canal, b¥ lowering the Lake Michi- 
gan level constituted a serious 
menace to navigation. He de- 
clared that $4,000,000 annual loss 
was incurred to coal-carrying and 
ore-carrying lake steamers because 
of their lessened cargoes. 

‘Wisconsin contributes more to 
Mississippi flood control through 
reservoirs than any other state,” 
he said. Phese storage basins took 
care’ of about half of the flood 
waters of the State’s streams, he 
contended, while “the Chicago san- 
itary districh diverts from Lake

Negro Congregation Wins Alse 
One Cent Damages for Dis- 
comfort It Suffered. 


Members of the Rocky Branch 
Baptist Church (Negro), entering 
their sanctyary at 2002 Biddle 
street on Sunday morning, Jan. 4, 
discovered to their dismay and in- 
dignation that if they would wor- 
ship that day they would have to 


do it standing up. 

For not only were 43 straight 
chairs missing, but such necessary 
ecclesiastical appurtenances were 
absent as, to wit.: 1 large and 2 
,small Bibles, 1 pulpit stand and 
|accompanying platform, 1 heating 
'stove and pipe, 1 broom, 1 shovel, 
1 water bucket and dipper, 1 coal 
tub, 1 church sign, 1 hat rack and 
Brother Hector McCann. 

The congregation, despite the ab- 
sence of its heating stove and pipe, 
waxed hot. The collective throats 
of the membership became dry and 
parched with righteous dudgeon 
and, being without water bucket 
and dipper, there was no way of 
assuaging their theological thirst. 
Action was necessary. The Rev. 
Moses Dodson took the lead. 

It didn’t take Deacon and 
Trustee Steve Ragsdale and Dea- 
con and Trustee Jeff McMillan long 
to learn that the 43 straight chairs 
had changed their membership to 
the church of Rev. Whitfield, five 
blocks east on Biddle street, and 
they soon discovered that the 
broom, shovel, coal tub, etc., were 
supposed to be reposing -at the 
home of Brother Hector McCann. 

The result was that Deacons Mc- 
Millan and Ragsdale, acting in be- 
half of their church, filed a re- 
plevin suit, and the legal aspects 
of the cause were related yesterday 
to Justice of the Peace Moone, 

Deacon McMillan testified that 
Brother McCann, who until two 
years ago was pastor of the church, 
had since then served as its treas- 
urer. He contended that Brother 
McCann had no right to remove the 
chairs, as the cr-rch had paid in 
full for them. He testified that he 
himself had donated the broom, and 
the sexton had given the water 
bucket and dipper. 

Brother McCann then took the 
stand. He denied he wag discon- 
tented because the flock had in- 
sisted on keeping the Rev. Mr.

Hans Trausjl, German author 
living in New York, recently ac- 
quired the book in Germany, ex- 
plained that the tiny parchment 
volume, dated 1510, has puzzled 
experts for years. There are 134 
pages, hand-lettered in ‘medieval 
Gothic. . 

Trausil said it was the belief of 
Dr. Ferdinand Cohrs, German au- 
' thority.on reformation literature, 
that the book is the first and old- 
'est known Protestant prayer book. 

Regarding the theory that H 
may be the prayer book of Mar- 
tin Luther, Trausil quoted Dr. 
Cohrs as saying “this little book 
certainiy contains some of Luther's 
earliest prayers, but in a different 
and earlier form than kriown to us 
‘until now,”

SALOMON DE LA SELVA in The Nation. 


HIS is the story of Gen, Augusto Cal- 

deron Sandine as we Nicaraguans who 
are in sympathy with him know it. Niqui- 
nebomo is a little village in Central West- 
ern Nicaragua, not much more than a 
thousand souls. It has about half a block 
of adobe houses with roofs of red tiles and 
perhaps three or four hundred wattle-cane 
huts, thatched with palm, shining golden in 
the sun. It is an ancient village founded 
by the Toltecs when. they migfated into 
Nicaragua from Mexico a thousand years 
ago. Sandino was born and brought up at 
Niquinohomo, of parents’ born there. He 
was an illegitimaté child, but his birth was 
not considered shameful in’ Nicaragua. We 
are not Nordics. When Augusto Sandino’s 
mother died, his father, grown old enough 
to settle down, married. His wife, a typical 
Nicafaguan woman, reared young Sandino 
as if he were her own son. Other children 
bave been born in the Sandino family, but 
all privileges of primogeniture are Augus- 
to’s. He is now in his thirties. 
Qanpuro's father ts an important man 

in the village of Niquincohomo and the 
boy received the usual education of his 
class; he learned the three R’s and the 
catechism at an early age. He also learned 
to work. While still in his teens he became 
@ produce merchant, 

It was his business to buy the grain crops 
from the small farmers in the villages and 
sell them in bulk to wholesale dealers in 
the bigger.tewns. It was thus, going from 
place to place, that he gained a knowledge 
of his people, the real Nicaraguans who live 
ciose to their native soil. Nicaragua is 
agricultural. The professional classes, poli- 
ticians included. live on the small] farmer 
Sandino early learned to understand the 
ways of politicians. 

As a trader he prospered. With his earn- 
ings he bought himself a little farm. He 
could have made more money in business 
but the land called him. His farm soon 
became a model. But in 1912. after armed 
intervention by American marines, Ameri- 
can bankers acquired “by request of the 
Nicaraguan Government” full control over 
Nicaragua’s credit and financial system 
Farmers were driven to the wall. Augusto 
Sandine was ruined; his farm was taken 
from pim. . 

NDER Yankee iafluence Nicaragua's 
budget became @ pork-barrel: the pro- 
American Conservatives crew fat as swine: 
the anti-American Liberals were starved. 
But 12 years of leanness is more than he-

But life at home 
became impossible and Nicaraguans were 
emigrating in hordes. He arrived in Mex- 
ico In 1924, months after Pancho Villa had 
been killed, years after Pancho Villa had 
settled down to till the soil at Canutille. 
Sandino was never near Villa's country. 
The story that he was a Villa man and a 
raider of American border tewfs is a fan- 
tastic lie. Sandino went to Tampico and 
worked in the oil fields. He remained 
there until the Sacasa revolution was well 
under way in 1926. - 
OLLOWING an honerable internatignal 
tradition, the Cailles Government con- 
tributed arms to what seemed a movement 
for the liberation of Nicaragua. These 
arms Gen. Moncada personally received at 
Puerto Mexico in behalf of Sacasa. Sandino 
knew of it, as did everyone else. But San- 
dino feared for Nicaragua. He wrote to a 
friend: “Mexico, God forgive her. is un- 
consciously leading us to our most com- 
plete national ruin. Moncada will at the 
very first opportunity sell out to the Amer- 
icans. We must not oppose the Sacasa rev- 
olution, but get into it and, as a part of it, 
save it from Moncada. Moncada will be- 
tray Sacaes. .. .” 

Sandino wént back to Nicaragua and 
asked Moncada forarms. Moncada refused 
them. He was clearly playing a waiting 
game. Information had reachéd him that 
as soon as the American Congress ad- 
journed, the Coolidge-edministration would 
impose peace in Nicaragua. It was enough 
for him to hold his own and be within 
reach of Managua when the American pe- 
cificator should come.

It is assumed 
that David Schuyler is already 4 
mighty name justifying the most 
meticulous interest in his earty life. 
This sense'of futurity, viewed as 
past and curiously mixed-but not 
confused with the present, is in- 
duced by the ingenious means of 
quoting in footnotes from the 
diaries of David's doting big sis- 
ter, Rebekka Schuyler Renchler. 

While David must be regarded 
as central in the Schuyler chroni- 
cles as annotated by Rebekka 
looking down from. a _ height of 
years, yet, in the story as read 
without the footnotes, he is scarce- 
ty more than a particularly bright 
thread binding together the char- 
acters and lives of the Schuyler 
men and women; and these are 
presented with truly marvelous in- 
sight and sympathy. 

The method employed ts that of 
genuine realism, which takes into 
account not only -the apparent 
facts of the lives under examina- 
tion, but the whole rich inner life 
of the personalities concerned. For 
this reason a fragmentary chron- 
icle, lacking pattern and stopping 
abruptly when the youthful future 
President is going away to study 
law, leaves a surprising impression 
of completeness. Perhaps this is 
only anather way of Saying that 
the book is truc.

ACCORDING TO THE WEATHER 


See That Adequate Fuel Is Sup- 
plied for All Bodily 
Needs, 

The winter months, unless Wwe 
live in the Far South, make it 
necessary that we eat more food 
than in the summer in order to 
supply the added fuel required to 
keep the body warm, If, therefore, 
we plan our meals according to the 
thermometer we need not fear too 
many chilly blasts or the long, cold 
months. 

There are a few maxims for win- 
ter months. 

Energy requirements are little 
higher in winter than in summer. 

Chilly days call for starchy, fatty 
and sugary foods. 

Fresh fruit is needed in winter 
as in summer. 

Salads are as necessary as in 
the summer diet. 

Plan meals in relation to the en- 
tire day.

IN WEEK'S MENUS 


Avoid Monotony by. Trying 
Different Methods of Cook- 
ing Foods. 


For dinner Tuesday night the 
left-over roast pork is reheated in 
a casserole dish; the lean pork 
only should be used for this, cut 


in dice, mixed with any left-over 
gravy, small sliced onion, .shred- 
ded green pepper and one or two 
tablespoons of cranberry sauce. 
These should be covered and 
cooked slowly in a moderate oven 
for about 35 minutes, then the 
gravy thickened if necessary and 
the whole served very hot. 

Shrimp Wiggiec. 

Two tablespoons butter, two ta- 
blespoons flour, one and one-half 
cups milk, one teaspoon salt, one 
cup canned shrimp, one cup canned 
peas, one teaspoon lemon juice, 
one-half teaspoon Worcestershire 
sauce, one tablespoon sherry flavor 
(may be omitted). Melt the but- 
ter, add the flour, then stir in the 
milk. Continue stirring until the 
mixture is thick, smooth and just 
at the boiling point. Drain the 
shrimp, remove the little black vein 
along the top and break each 
shrimp in two or three pieces. Add 
to the sauce with the peas and the 
seasonings. Reheat to the boiling 
point and serve on hot toast. 

Chocolate Loaf Cake. 

One-third cup butter (or short- 
ening), two eggs, two cups cake 
flour, one-fourth teaspoon baking 
soda, one teaspoon vanilla, one 
cup sugar, two-thirds cup milk, 
two teaspoons baking powder, one- 
fourth teaspoon salt, two squares 
unsweetened chocolate, melted. 
Work the ghortening and sugar 
together until smooth and creamy. 
Add the eggs and beat until 
smooth and then stir in the milk. 
Sift the flour, salt, baking powder 
and soda and add. Then stir in 
the melted chocolate and the 
flavoring. The batter should be 
rather thin. Pour the mixture 
into a well greased bread pan and 
bake in a moderate oven for 690 
minutes, Cool and cover with 
white icing. 

Baked Apples and Sweet Potatoes. 

Four large boiled sweet pota- 
toes, two tablespoons butter, two 
tablespoons cold water, two large 
firm apples, two tablespoons brown 
sugar, sait to séason. Slice the 
potatoes lengthwise fn slices, One- 
half inch thick. Butter a shallow 
pan. Cover with a layer of sweet 
potatoes. Cut the apples in. thin 
slices and put over the Sweet po- 
tatoes. Sprinkle with brown sugar, 
dot with the rest of the butter. 
Pour in the water and bake in a 
moderate oven about 30 minutes or 
until the apples are tender and 
the potatoes slightly brown. Serve 
hot. Strips of bacon may be put 
over the apples about five minutes 
before serving if a more substan- 
tial dish is desired. 

Raw Vegetable Salad. 

Cut enough raw carrots tnté 
slivers to make one cupful. Shred 
one cup of raw cabbage, dice one 
cup of celery and shred one. green 
pepper. Cut one red apple in quar- 
ters, core and cut in dice without 
peeling. Mix the ingredients to- 
gether carefully with a fork. Add 
a well flavored French dressing, 
and serve very cold on small cab- 
bage leaves or on shredded lettuce.

juices and all fruits, especially 
melons, buttermilk or acidophilus 
milk, eggs two or three times a 
week and cottage cheese. This

They Can Be Used in as Many-De- 
lightful Ways as the Fresh 
Fruits. 


Fruit desserts need not be aban- 
doned because of the absence of 
fresh fruits. Canned cherries, 


huckleberries, red or black ragp- 
berries, blackberries, etc., can all 
be used in as many ways as fresh 
fruit and will make just as nu- 
tritious and wholesome desserts. 
Remember that the fruit is sweet- 
ened and that, therefore, much less 
sugar must be used. Sometimes it 
is an advantage to add a little 
lemon juice to bring up the flavor 
of the fruit.

FOOD FOR INVALIDS 
MUST BE APPEALING 


Careful Attention to Details 
Necessary to_Tempt Their 
Appetites. 


There are occasions in aj) house- 
holds where it is necessary to ca- 
ter to the appetite of an Invalid— 
sometimes only for a day or two 
‘and sometimes over a longer pe- 
| riod of time. But whether it be 
‘for a long or short period, it is 
‘always necessary to devote much 
lmore care and attention to details 
than when catering to normal 
healthy individuals. 

Invalids’ dishes are always dl- 
| vided inte three main groups. One, 
liquid; two, soft, and three, con- 
valescent. If the patient has been 
very ill the physician will give the 
type of diet required. The liquid 
ciet includes milk, broths, egg- 
nogs, gruets, fruit juices and bev- 
‘erages. The soft diet includes the 
‘above and also milk toast, cereals, 
| junkets, soft-cooked eggs, soft cus- 
| tards, light puddings such as tapi- 
'oca, bread, custards, gelatine des- 
| serts, plain ice cream and sherbets, 
The convalescent diet includes all 
‘the above with the addition of 
cream soups, baked custards, sime- 
ple salads, light vegetables, broths, 
tender meat or fish, baked pota~- 
toes, cooked fruits and all of the 
light desserts. 

An invalid’s appetite is usually 
capricious and is influenced by 
many things not ordinarily ob- 
served. Such small things as a 
too crdwded tray, foods _ spilled 
over the sides of the dishes or dis- 
coloration in some one type of food 
will often entirely speil the pa- 
tient’s desire for food, 

When planning the meal for an 
invalid, take into consideration 
two points: First, visualize the 
meal as a whole, and second, re- 


vors. Avoid having a meal al! one 
color, and above all do not have 
an all-white meal. 

Service for invalids should, 
therefere, be as perfect as you 
can make it, Choose the very pret- 
tlest china and be sure that the 
silver and glassware are shining. 
Select a tray that is large enough 
to hold all the dishes required 
without being clumsy er too 
heavy. A fresh flower or piece of 
bright-colored fruit will often act 
as stimulant to the appetite. Be 
sure to serve hot food on very hot 
plates and cold food on cold plates. 

Serve only small portions of 
food. Do not fill the dishes too 
full. As the diet for invalids is 
rather monotonous, try to plan 
surprises in the form of serving 
rather than in the foods chosen. 
For example, there are many ways 
of cutting or serving oranges. . 

Never repeat the same meal un- 
less {t is absolutely necessary, ac- 
cording to the doctor’s orders. It 
is not really so very difficult to 
think up unusual but simple ways 
of serving food. 


SERVE FIGS AT BREAKFAST 


Chill and serve for breakfast 
plain or with milk and cream, al- 
lowing three figs to each service. 
Cut into small pieces and stir into 
hot cereal just before serving, us- 
ing syrup from figs in place of 
sugar. 

For luncheon or dinner serve as 
a salad, removing portion ef center 
and filling with cream cheese to 
which chopped olives may be 
added, or serve plain or with light 
cream as dessert. 

Apples and Figs. 

Core and peel apples and stuff 
cavities with chopped figs and co- 
eoanut mixed together. Place in 
baking dish with fig syrup to 
which an equal amount of wafer 
has been added. Bake slowly until 
apples are tender, basting occa- 
sionally with syrup. Chill and 
serve plain or with cream or cus- 
tard.
